I write not to you as to the World, 
for you axecalled out of the World, by 
him that. hath. overcome the World ; 
that as he is not. of this World, ſo. you 
may not be ofthis World. Come then 
out of it more and'more, out. of the Na 
ture, out of the Spirit, out of the Fraits, 
«nd, out of: the Faſhions of the World! 
They are all for the Fire. Chriſt faid, 
the World loveth its own. Search with 
the Light of the Lord Jeſus, what there 
is in you, that the World owneth. and lov- 
eth? For that isits own? And conſider 
what it is, that the World is offended with ? 
Not that that cometh from it ſelf, of 
its own making and inventing, but that 
which. croſſeth its Inventions, that is of 
another Nature, and ſpringeth from an- 
other Root., O be not conformed to 
the Faſþions. of this Warld, that pleaſe 
the Luſt, which grieveth the Spirit of 
God ; bur be ye. renew'd 1n your Minds; 
and being ſo within, you wul be as a 
new People without. 

They that have been truly with 
Chriſt, are Jenly diſcovered , they 
cannot be hid. So it was of old ; the 
Jews ſaid of the Diſciples, theſe men 
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have been with Feſs ;, them Speech and 
Carriage bewray'd them ; their out- 
ſites-were not hke the outlides of other 
Men ; they were not currant with the 
Faſbions and Cuſtoms of that time. Nor 
: that have been with Jeſus, 
conſiom to the vain Faſhions and Cu- 
ſtoms of this World; wherefore be not 
yous in any fort, of this World, but give 
diligence to.make your holy high Cal- 
ling and EleQton ſure : For many are cal- 
led, andfew are choſen ; and the rea- 
ſor. is, they are /lorhful Servants, they 
bige their Talent: in a Napkin, »eg/ec# 
the Day of their Viſitation, and, work 
not out their Salvation with up and 
trembling : And then the Night over- 
taketh "ng in which they can never 
work the works of Repentance ; and 
the things that #e/ozzg to their peace are 
lg: Non their Eves tor ever. 
* Byttthe Lord, forbid; rhat it ſhould be 
0 with any of you.! No, no, I hope, yea, 
[ believe better things of you. And I 
am affured, that as you keep your 
Hearts chaſtly to the Light and Grace ; 
that with which you, have been viſited 
of the Lord; you ſhall be kept to Eter- 


nal 
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nal Salyation. For they are ſaved; 
that walk 'in the Light : Into the Light: 
the Enemy cannot come ; for the Light. | 
is Chriſt Jeſus, and the.Enemy hath no 


part or place in him; he is driven out 
from the holy place by tranſgrefſion, 
and he is now a fugitive from Heaven; 


but he goeth up and down the Earth, | 
ſeeking whom he may devour, whom.

 -Wherefore Wo to the Inhabitants of

The divine Senſem the-Soal hr | 
by the Lord : *Tis his Life and Spirit, | © 
his holy Breath and Power, that qurok- 
neth- the Soul, and maketh it fenfible 
of its own ſtate and 'of God's will; and 
that raiſeth fervent deſires in it to 
be Eternally bleed. - This 1s that 
which Satan rageth at; he fearerh 
his Kingdom , he findeth that he 
' Is come that will caſt him out of 
his poſſeſſions. He cryeth out, hy 
art thou come to tormeint me 'before "may 
time? He is the Father of vain 
thoughts, he begetteth them in the 
mind, on purpoſe to draw off the mind 
from that Senſe, and to exerciſe it Mm 
variety of conceptions, in a felt-hberty 
of thinking and imagining concermng |. ” 
. Perſons and things, Here he offereth | 
his Baits, and layeth his Smares, aid 
never faiketh to' Catch and defile the | 
unwatchtul Soul. 

Now, if you ſhould ſay, wht ave 
theſe vain thoughts? Ttell' you my 
Friends, All thofe thoughts arid con- 
ceptions, thar either bring not Real Pros | 
fit to the Soul, or that Grieve, .. Hurt J**

or Oppreſs that holy Senfe, whictris be- 
otten of God in the Soul. And that 
y which T houghts are to be examined 
is the Light of Chriſt. Jeſus : For as what- 
ever may be known of God is manifeſted 
within may, for there God hath ſhown it 
him, as ſaith the Apoſtle Pas! tothe Ro- 
mans ; So what ever is reproved, is made 
manifeſt by the light ; for whatever maketh 
_— light, ſaith he to the Epheſoans. 
F [By this Light of Chrift Jeſus examine 
your own 'Thoughts ; ſee whence they 
riſe, from whence they come, and 
what they tend to. O Friends, here is 
a Myſtery; and the Evil One worketh 
here in a Myſtery ! For where he can- 
not prevail to draw out the Mind from 
Its ſenſible Habitation to embrace his 
Repreſentations of old Luſts and Plea- 
Jures, that are wicked in themlelves, he 
ill preſent you with lawful Objects, 
'our outward Enjoyments, Buſineſs, and 
alling, and ſteal in upon your Minds in 
e Croud of theſe Lawtul things, and 
ere lay his Snares, hid and covered, 
d at unawares catch you. 
- | My Dear Friends, Bleſſed are they 
+ Fat fee Jeſus their Capioiy, going be- 


fore 
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fore them, and counſelling and leadin 

them in all their outward and lawful 
Concerns, that they offend not. For, 
my. Friends, this know, you may un- 
lawfully think of lawful things, either 
in thinking on them ſcion ly, tnark 
that, when your Souls ſhould be wholly 
retized, and exerciſed in the Lord's 
Light, to feel his preſence, in which 1s 


Heavenly Life : Or in thinking on law- 


ful things careleſly, not with regard to 
your Guide ; he that hath bought you 
. throughout with his own prectous 


Blood, that he might have the Govern- 


ment of your Bodies, Souls and Spirits; 
that is, of your Bodily concerns, as well 
as of the things relating to your Souls 
and Spirits. This prevents much harm 
and miſchief in Buſineſs and Families, 
and preſerveth the Divine Senſe that 
God hath begotten, and the Creature in 
It : So that its Fellowſhipand Peace with 
the Lord runneth as a River, it 1s not 
{topt or hindred by the deſigns of the 
Enemy. Or laſtly, in thinking on law-

than is needful, without limits, thereby 
gratifying the fleſhly Mindy which 15

Again;that *tis Carioſity;and 
Spiritual Pride, and C aro”. for 
oa to be thought better then others, with 
the like Suggeſtions, on purpoſe to ſtag- 
er your Refolutions, and weaken your 
aith, Ah! he is a Devil ſtill, a Liar 
and a Deſtroyer: Look not to him, 
but to Jeſus, who hath called you. 
Keep but your Eye to him, of whom 
the Brezee Serpent in the Wilderneſs was 
a Figure, and he ſhall Cure you of all 
Diſeaſes, of all Wounds and Stingings 
of Serpents and Scorpions, &c. that er 
attend you in the Wilderneſs-travail, 
which 1s the hour of your Temptation.

ſtanding, he knoweth that the Will of

O this Wzl is God's 
Enemy , yea , the Soul's Enemy ; and 
all Y:1l-worſbip ariſeth hence : Yea, itis 
the Off-ſpring of the Serpent and of the 
Will of Man; and it can never pleaſe 
God. Lcetall beware of this; God is 4 
Spirit,*and he will be Worſhipped in his 
own Spirit, in his own Life. "The Wor- 
ſhip of God ftandeth inthe W21! of God ; 
and isnot brought forth of the Will of 
the Fleſh, or of the Will of Man. Re- 
member that the Word came not to 
Eſau , the Firit-birth, the Hunter that 
ſtayed not at Home ; but to Faceb, the 
plain Man, he that dwelt in Texts; to him 
came the Word of the Lord, that dwelt 
in a {11 and guiet Habitation. For in 
the true filence is God's Word heard, 
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into which the Hunting Natare of Eſau, 
the Firf-birth, can never come. - It 
can never Pager ſilt, -and therefore it 
can never fee the Salvation of God. A- 
ainſt this Nature watch , and know 
ico, that inherits the Birth-right ; the 
EleCtion of God ( though now a Worm ) 
to wreitle and prevail. Then Worm Ja- 
cob, is Iſrael a Prince, to whom belongs 
the Statutes and the Ordinances. The 
Word came to Jacob, and the Statutes to 
Tſrael : Here is Dominion, Government, 
Exaltation : This 1s the Lot of Worm 
Jacob, Wait therefore, till the Angel 
move upon the Waters, before you ſtep 
one ſtep. Are ye Followers of the Lamb, 
that hath viſited you, the' Captain of 
your Salvation? Run not in your own 
Wills, wait for his Word of Command, 
do nothing of thy own Head and Con- 
triving, yet do all with diligence that 
he requireth. Remember what be- 
came of them of Old, that offered falſe 
Fire : O ſtay, till a Coal from his Holy 
Altar touc!1 your Hearts and your Lips. 
Feſus told iis Mother at the Marriage in 
Cana in Gatilee, his time was not come : 
He rejected the Wi! in her, and ſtaid, 
till his ime was come, that is, his Fa- 
thers

ther's time, 4 whoſe Hands are the. Times 
and Seaſons : Whoſe Will hecame to do, 
and not his own: Leaving us therein a, 
Bleſſed Example, that we fhould alſo fol» 
lowhis eps, that 1s, not to attempt to 
perform even things of God im our own 
Wills, nor out of God's Seaſon and 
Time, which is the beſt : For in his 
Seaſons, heis with us ; but in our own

from ws, And this is the Cauſe, that

My dear Friends, as you would enjoy 
God's Preſence, Love and Life, and be 
acceptable with him, wait in his holy 
Light and Spirit that hath viſited you, 
againlt theſe ffrategems of Satan, and 
Wake not your Beloved before his time :

One 
Sigh, rightly begotten, out-weigheth 
a whole olume of ſelf-made Prayers : 
For that which is born of Fleſh, is Flefs, 
and reacheth not God's Kingdom, he 
regardeth it not; and all that is not 
born of the Spirit is Fleſh, But a Sigh, 
or a Groan, ariling from a living Senſe 
of God's work in the Heart, it Pearceth 
the Clouds, it entereth the Heayens; 
yea, the Living God heareth it, his re- 
gard is to it, and his Spirit helpeth the 
Infirmuty, He loveth .that which 1s of 
himſelf, and hath care over it, though 
as Poor, as worm Jacob. For the Crys 
of the Poor, and the Sighings of the Needy 
will I ariſe, faith the Lord : The Poor in 
Spirit, that hath parted with all, that 
they may win Chriſt; that need him 
only, and Seck him above all: Who 
have no helper in the Earth, but have 
denied all earthly helps, 'that he might 
bring and, work their Salvation for 
them. And as you are not to run in 
your own wills, nor to offer up Sqaggj- 
fices of your*own preparing, fo have a 
care how you touch with thoſe that do ; 
how you' bow to their wills, and-joyn

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-with their I For vp 
things greatly help to extinguiſh the 
Divine [5 badnions in your Hearts by 
the word of Life. And as you are 
faithful to the Light and Spirit of Chriſt, 
which giveth you to diſcern and reliſh 
between that which ftandeth in your 
own wall, and the will & motion of the 
Spirit of God in your ſelves; fo will 
you. by the ſame Light diſcern and ſa- 
vour between that which proceeds from 
the will of Man, and the will and mo- 
tions of the Spirit of God in others; 
and accordingly either to have or not 
to have fellowſhip with them: For 
what hath Light to do with Darkneſs? 
Or what hath Spiri# to do with Fleſh ? 
Or what hath Life to do with Death? 
For the Grave cannot Praiſe thee, O Lord;

The Living, the Living, he ſhall praiſe 


This was 
the Teſtimony of the bleſſed Prophet 
E/atah, and it ſtandeth true for ever. 
According to the Prophet, Thou haſt 
ordained peace for us, for thou haſt 
wrought all our works 1n us.

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Wherefore I exhort you in the Spirit 
of Truth, and in the Counſel of the God 
of Truth, keep in the Divine Senſe and 
Watch, if you would endure to the end in 
the will of God, And T ſay again, Touch 
not with Man-made Miniſtrys, nor Man- 
made Worſhips, let their words be never 
ſo true: Tis but Man, "tis but Fleſh, 
"tis but the Will ; and it ſhall have no ac<- 
teptance with God, O this is the Golden 
Cup of the Whore, that is gone from 
the leadings of the Spirit, with which 
the Nations are defiled ; have nothing 
to do with it.

This was the Hope of their glory, the 
Foundation of their building, which 
ſftandeth ſure.

Jeſus the Captain of our Salvation was 
under great Temptations ; he was ſad 
unto Death ;, he did ſweat drops of Blood ;

through Suffering overcame: And re- 


member how in the Wilderneſs he was 


tempted , but the Angels of the Lord 
minſtred to him. So they that follow 
him in the way of the Tribulations and 
Patience
